COAST OF CUBA 


C. C. COOK, A JANESVILLE MAN, 


ON THE WAMPATUCK. .. 


Enlisted in the Chicago Naval Reserves 


Early in the War—What he Saw 
on His Recent Cruise—Has Been 
Badly Wounded Since Writing the 
Letter. 
Clarooca 0. Cook, who formerly 


edited the Wisconsin Tobaeco Lea 
In this city and lived at Mrs. Hamll 
ton's boarding house on Park Place 
Is a membar of the Chicago Na*a 
Beserve that has recently been opcr 
atlngctf 
the c;ast of Cuba. In a 


recent letter written on the ateimsn'p 
Wampatook to bis parents be di- 
Bcrlbea a visit to Gnantauamo by his 
vessel. "After the landing of 17,500 
troops at Agitadoros and Baiqnlrl," 
he s ays. "during which we bom- 
barded tbe hills and towns in tbe 
vicinity to drive out the Spaniards we 
went tj Gnantanamo for repairs The 
town is already in our hands and 400 
marines were lauded here. 
We saw 


the Spanish prisoners 
captured by 


tbo marines including one colonel, one 
corporal and seventeen men. Tbe 
town has been burned but thero are 
at-out 100 Cubans in camp. 
Th ir 


tents consist of four poles stuck in 
thejgronnd 
which are topped with 


branches and large loaves. 
Their 


uniforms are varied anything their 
hands oan fasten 
to: 
Many wear 


sailor uniforms, or parts of them given 
by tbo bluejackets. 
Others are in 


rsgs, but whatever they wear they 
are a thieving set, Ignorant and dirty, 
but are fighting travely for liberty. 


"About 11 o'clock day bafore yester- 


dry we arrived at Santa Cruz. 
The 


Hist and Hornet wont Into close range 
and opened fire on the sand batteriee, 
while we lay about 1,000 yards away. 
There was nothing to oapt re,'so we 
shaped our course to Manzanlllo, where 
we got a warm reception from six gun- 
boats, one torpedo boat, one cruiser, 
one small craft and a battery on shore, 
and there were only three of us. 


The Hist led tbe line of battle, tbe 


Wampatnck being second and the Hor- 
net third. We were outclassed three 
or four times, but nevertheless we 
sank one gunboat and set fire to an- 
other. It seemed as If everything In 
the harbor bad a gun on it. 


"A shower of shot and shell greeted 


us. The battle raged about an hour 
and forty minutes. We were struck 
"our times and have a relic I very 
much prized. 
Our lifeboat, made of 


sheeted steel and tanked at both ends, 
was pl-jrced by a thret-pound shell 
and a piece ot one of tbe fenders 
strnaU the forefinger of my left band,

icr steel sides, two inches of wood, 
cut throe steam pipes and lodged in 
her coal bunkers.
